As we look back in the years to come, 
as we ate bound to do, let us hope to say that our circumstances did indeed 
allow. We may then, as now, say that individual excellence, not mere com- 
petence, “in every creative endeavor, in political life, in education, in indus- 
try —in short, universally” is not only a necessity, as John W. Gardner 
writes, but a reality as well.

INTRODUCTION 


What have we done in the decade since we left the cloistered confines 
of college for the wonders of the wide, wide world? To answer — in some 
detail — this question, we asked each man in the Class of 1951 a rather 
large number of rather personal questions. The Class response to the ques- 
tionnaire was dramatic — some 70% of our members responded. That this 
response is statistically valid can be envisioned from the fact that Dr. Gallup 
normally polls about 1/100 of 1% of America’s voters and gets a pretty 
good idea of how they'll vote (he did in 1960, at least). 

Specifically, the purpose of the questionnaire was to take a composite 
picture of our Class, ten years after graduation. We wanted to learn about 
your family, your home, and your home life. We asked where you live and 
what kind of car you drive. We wanted to find out how you felt—physically 
and mentally. We wanted to know what you have done since Princeton, 
what your occupation is, and how you are doing at it. We asked about your 
salary, your other income, and your financial position. We tried to learn 
about your political philosophy, your contribution to your community, and 
your feelings about your alma mater after ten years. We tried to compare 
what you like today as compared to a decade ago, and also asked you how 
the future looked to you. 


All of these questions, to be sure, give statistical answers. Many of 
them, of necessity, emphasize the material side of things. To try to add 
greater depth to our survey, therefore, we also asked a more probing ques- 
tion, designed to bring out vour ideas to a greater degree — “what effect 
has your Princeton background had on your life, your career, your ideals?” 

We asked — and you answered. Your answers to the questionnaire 
make up the composite picture of 1951 in 1961 that follows.

YOU AND YOUR FAMILY 


Basically, and not very surprisingly, we are a class of family men, 
married, with numerous offspring. Only a staunch 12% of us remain bache- 
lors, while the remaining 88% is — or has been — married. Of 750 mem- 
bers of the Class, 637 are presently married, including five who have 
remarried among 25 who have been divorced or widowed. (Note: All of 
the Class aggregate figures in this survey are based on the questionnaires 
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received and tabulated, statistically projected to the current Class roll of 
750 men.) 

About 6% of us married before we graduated from college. By the end 
of 1953, half of us presently enjoying the benefits of connubial existence 
had vowed to love, honor, and cherish. By 1960 (with our “eligible” ranks 
badly depleted), we had a post-graduation low of a meager twelve weddings. 

The girls who married us were an intelligent lot — or at least were 
well educated. Of our 637 present wives, 556 went to college, including 
about 400 who graduated. It is perhaps not unreasonable to assume that 
many of those wives who didn’t graduate were swept off their feet by the 
persuasive promises of suave ’Slers, and gave up their college careers for the 
joys of marriage and a family. 





Following marriage, the men of 1951 set out to produce our own ver- 
sion of the population explosion — and succeeded. To date, we have pro- 
duced the almost alarming total of 1,264 children — 648 boys and 616 
girls. (This ratio of boys to girls, incidentally, is quite properly in line with 
the national average. It should not be taken as an indication of our greater 
masculinity.) And we're not through yet! Based on the number of children 
we say we want to have, our total will reach 2,092 little souls —to feed, 
clothe and educate. Further, if more of our eligible bachelors swell the 
married ranks, even this number will grow. However, it should be noted 
that the “children wanted” statistic is somewhat imprecise, as exemplified 
by the comment of one father of three sons who said he wanted, “enough 
more to produce a daughter.” 


The married folks, on average, have two children — one boy and one 
girl — and want about one more. The following table shows the percentage 
of our married couples and the number of children they now have.

It should be pointed out, of course, that our wives deserve some of the credit 
for these production records. 


The various joys and heartaches that accompany married life — espe- 
cially when careers are being founded and babies are being cared for — 
have made our marriages more durable, based on our answers to the tradi- 
tional question: “do you love your wife more or less than when you married 
her?” 92% answered “more,” 414% answered “‘less,” and 314% said “‘the 
same.” Perhaps improperly, we included in the “‘more’’ category several who 
reported that their wives were looking over their shoulders when they an- 
swered the question. Admittedly, the question may be an oversimplification, 
and one of our more perceptive classmates perhaps spoke for many when he 
said, “more ardently but Jess frequently.” (We also decided to put him in 
the ‘“‘more’”’ column.) 


YOUR HOME AND YOUR HOME LIFE 
Considering that all of us lived in the same small college town a short 


decade ago, we have spread out far and wide throughout the country. While 
most of us live in a major city or one of its suburbs, many of us have 
stayed in small towns or live in rural areas, as shown in this table:

Slightly over half of our Class (56%) own our own homes. The re- 
mainder either rent homes (15%), or apartments (29%). A cosmopolitan 
46 members of our Class own two houses—and an aristocratic 7 of us own 
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three. Whether these multi-home owners are a cause of envy or scorn for 
those of us who own one place in all likelihood depends upon whether we 
mow our own grass, nurture our own gardens, and shovel our own snow 
(and perhaps whether we've had roof repairs or a tax increase in the re- 
cent past). 


Typically, we live in a house worth about $25,000. (This is the median 
value; i.e., half of the houses we own are worth more, and half less.) All 
told, the 416 of us who own our own homes live in houses worth a total of 
about $13,500,000. (This division—for those who don’t care to try it them- 
selves—comes out to an average value of about $32,500. At this point, we 
might as well get across the distinction between this straight average and 
the median noted earlier, in the event anyone really cares.) This table 
shows the pattern of values in the 416 residences we own:

It takes a certain amount of carefree abandon to use the word “own” 
in referring to the houses above. Not only might such a word produce an 
unwarranted state of euphoria on our behalf, but it also might be looked 
upon with jaundiced eye by rembers of the banking community, who have 
Jent us collectively upwards of $5,600,000 in mortgage money to buy our 
$13,500,000 of real estate. (This margin of safety would indicate that bank- 
ers are a careful and conservative group indeed.) A well-to-do 58 of our 
hotne owners (14%) were able to swing it without a mortgage, the re- 
maining 358 of us having gone into hock, to the tune of about $15,600 
each. 


If our homes indicate a far above adequate standard of living for “Mr. 
Average 1951,” so also do our automobiles. All told, we own a total of 
940 cars—an average of about 114 cars each. Our ownership is shown in 
the following table:

With so many young and growing families, it is not surprising that 
268 of our cars are station wagons—which out-number our convertibles by 
a four-to-one margin. By the same token, with so many two-car families, 
it is not unusual (but perhaps disappointing to the Federal government in 
these years of gold outflow) to learn that we also own 217 cars of foreign- 
make, generally of the small, low-price variety. The wagons and the imports 
thus account for slightly over one-half of our automobiles. 





But while the numbers are high, our tastes are modest. Our favorite 
cars are Fords (219 of them), Chevrolets (197), Plymouths (102), and 
Volkswagens (75). At the elegant end of the scale are only 5 Cadillacs, 
2 Lincolns, 1 Bentley, and 2 Rolls-Royces (both of pre-1935 vintage). 
Moreover, again affirming a certain lack of “conspicuous consumption’, we 
seem disinclined to buy new cars with each perennial change in chrome 


and tailfins. Rather, we drive our cars for a good many years before we 
replace them, as shown in the following table:

In addition to our 940 cars, incidentally, “Slers report ownership of 
the following other vehicles: 68 boats, 5 airplanes, 4 tractors, 4 canoes, 4 
motorcycles, 4 kayaks, 4 bicycles, and 1 trailer. (Those who reported own- 
etship of baby carriages, power mowers, tricycles, sleds, and go-carts may 
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be disappointed not to find them tabulated. We had to draw the line some- 
where. ) 

At home, our taste in pastimes is, to say the least, diverse. While the 
table below shows that reading is an overwhelming favorite, the “other” 
category includes many different pastimes: carpentry, dancing, do-it-yourself, 
hi-fi, rausic, old cars, photography, playing with kids, playing trumpet, re- 
finishing furniture, sack, sleep, ship models, stamps and theatre.

Lest anyone should conclude that the low rating accorded to conversa- 
tion and sex means that we are men of neither intelligence nor action, re- 
spectively, it might be noted that (a) neither were among the choices listed 
on our questionnaire, (b) these two categories would appear to be outside 
of what most of us think of 2s pastimes, and (c) while there is no record 
of our ability to hold our own in vibrant conversation, our ‘“‘gross class 
product” of children would indicate that more than 3% of us have a healthy 
interest in the feminine gender. 


We read a great deal. On average, 21 books a year for each of us. 
This average, to be sure, was helped out significantly by the large number 
of teachers among us. Be that as it may, however, only 18 of us confess to 
reading nary a single book in the course of a year. We are very strong on 
magazines. too, each of us reading an average of five magazines on a regular 
weekly or monthly basis. 


On the other hand, we don’t invest much of our time in television 
or at the movies. We average a meager five hours a week gazing at tele- 
vision— and a startling 150 cf us (one-fifth of the class) report that they 
watch television on no regular basis whatever. (According to the experts, 
incidentally, the average home television set is in use 37 hours a week.) 
We attend about ten movies a year, but our bachelors are the heavy con- 
tributors to the coffers of Hollywood and build up this average (much in 
the same way as our educators push up our book-reading). 


While we relax and enjoy our books, magazines and television, our 
intelligent wives have their work cut out for them—bringing up 1,264 
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offspring and keeping 637 homes tidy. By and large, they do it themselves, 
although 85 of us have provided our spouses with a full-time servant. An- 
other ten of us have gone overboard and hired two servants. And a grand 
and lordly nine of us have gone completely haywire and have three. This 
leaves 533 class husbands perceptive enough to appreciate the character- 
building benefits of hard work for their wives. 

HOW ARE YOU FEELING? 


As a Class, we feel pretty good. Our Class middle-man (there’s that 
median again) says he feels physically wonderful and mentally happy. A 
fortunate 12% of us feel both better-than-ever physically and on-top-of- 
the-world mentally. How do you feel? You can compare it with the fol- 
lowing table showing 1951’s physical and mental well-being.

At the risk of generalizing, it should be reported (without editorial 
comment) that of the 92 of us who rate ourselves at the top of the scale 
in mind and body, 85 are married. Wives who read this report may note 
ana gloat appropriately. 

As the above table might suggest, we have been relatively free from 
disability over the past decade. About 75% of us have by and large re- 
mained out of the clutches of the medical profession. On the other hand, 
the total number major ailments suffered by the remaining one-quarter of 
the Class is impressive, albeit in a negative sort of way. Our medical cata- 
logue shows— 


61 of us have had operations 

59 have had major illnesses 

55 have undergone psychiatric treatment 

39 have had ulcers 

20 have been injured in major accidents 
and just 1 of us has had a heart attack 


If the insurance companies are right about the adverse effects of too 
much weight on health, however, our record of vitality will soon be be- 
smirched. The Class of 1951 has not been watching its collective waist- 
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line. 515 of us weigh more than we did in college, gaining a gross total 
of alniost 31/, tons since graduation (6,680 pounds, to be exact). A small 
tribe of careful eaters (about 75 of us) have lost 725 pounds, so our net 
gain is a nevertheless portly (but not paltry) three tons. This table shows 
the gains and losses:

On average, we weigh in at 170 Ibs. currently, with a ponderous 11% 
of us topping the 200 lb. mark, and a slim 10% staying under 150 lbs. 

Our rounder faces and bellies are not the only changes in our appear- 
ance. Our growing maturity (physically, at least) is symbolized by many 
changes in the crowns that sit above our nettled brows. For some, this 
change began a decade or more ago. For others, it is quite recent. One of 
our number exclaimed, “I found the first white hair this morning!’ A 
fortunate 49% of the Class has held the hairline, but 38% notice it re- 
ceding. The remaining 13% find their hair has either turned grey (11%), 
white (14%), or departed (114%). Presumably, receded is to departed as 
recession is to depression—not as serious, but still a cause for concern, 


More pairs of glasses also grace our physiognomies. There are 82 of 
us who began to wear glasses in the past decade, although 27 of us, re- 
lieved of the eye-straining ordeal of college, have stopped wearing them in 
the same period. Today, slightly over half of us (54%) wear glasses either 
full-time (30%) or part of the time (24%). 

What about smoking and drinking (at the risk of dwelling on our 
frailties) ? Well, to begin with, we've lost a lot of smokers. While 62% 
of us were held in the vice-like grip of nicotine ten years ago, today a bare 
majority (54%) of us indulge — an intrepid 60 classmates having re- 
nounced the evil weed. Actually, less than half of the Class smokes cigarettes, 
as shown in this table:

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Among our present smokers, 51% smoke more than in college, 39% about 
the same amount, and 10% smoke less. The cigarette puffers puff, on aver- 
age, 81/, packs a week, despite the exhortations of the medical profession and 
the ““Reader’s Digest’? (or perhaps because the tobacco companies’ exhorta- 
tions appear in every magazine we read, and on a seemingly endless number 
of television programs). 


But if smoking has lost many adherents in a decade, drinking has made 
significant inroads. Those admitting at least a passing acquaintance with 
the demon rum have risen from 81% of the Class to 91%. This 10% net 
increase is accounted for by 79 ’5lers who began to tipple after graduation, 
less a meager but stoic four of us who renounced it. The increase in 
drinkers, however, has not been accompanied by any significant increase in 
drinking. Exactly half of those who drink report no increase in their con- 
sumption of alcohol since college days, with 43% drinking less and 7% 
about the same. The remaining half of our drinkers, of course, are drinking 
more. On average, we manage to stow away about 914 drinks a week. 
Some answers here, however, were rather vague (‘counting spoils all the 
fun”) or unstatistical (“no way of estimating—sometimes only drink wine 
for weeks on end; other times can kill a bottle with wife in two nights.’’). 


Whether our alcoholic consumption is too much or too little (or too 
good or too bad) perhaps depends on how heavy is the hand that pours the 
drink. If we assume that we average a 11/ oz. nip, our rather extraordinary 
total of some 327,500 drinks a year (not counting what our wives drink) 
would mean we purchase about 19,200 bottles annually. (Don’t despair, 
however, for it is possible that we use no Miltown at all.) It may be a 
hopeful sign that exactly half of us don’t as a matter of course toss down 
a quick cocktail before dinner, and the half who do generally limit them- 
selves to 11/4, cocktails. Our women-folk practice slightly stricter abstinence, 
55% of them not usually having cocktails in the evening — with most of 
the others sticking to a conservative single drink. This difference between 
the sexes perhaps may be accounted for by the harder work and greater 
tension that we endure at the office or on the job. 


AFTER PRINCETON — 
Grad School, Government Service, Getting Settled 


Each of us probably thinks of Princeton’s Class of 1951 in our own 
terms — of friends made, courses studied, experiences shared. These fac- 
tors, of course, were different for each one of us, so our individual memories 
and recollections give each of us a different picture of what our four col- 
lege years meant. and what our college class was like. But if there were sub- 
jective differences at Princeton in 1947-1951, they fade into insignificance 
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when we look at the objective differences that have quite naturally taken 
place in 1951-1961. We have travelled many different roads. 

Most members of the iminortal class that began Princeton in September, 
1947, went on to graduate in June, 1951. However, we were not immune to 
the attrition that attacks any large group — compounded by the dislocations 
of a “police action” in Korea — and some of us left Princeton in this pe- 
riod. One of us who didn’t make it reported: “Dean Godolphin caught up 
with me. But, no regrets!” However, as this table shows, the vast majority 
of us (97%) went on to graduate — either from Princeton in 1951, or in 
another year, or from another college.

After a proud handshake and the delivery of an impressive sheepskin, 
out we went into the wide, wide world. At least, some of us did. But most 
of us (58%) went on to graduate school of one kind or another, and logged 
in a total of three years each, on average. Three-quarters of those who 
startea grad school saw it to completion with a second handshake and a 
second sheepskin, while the remaining one-fourth of our graduate scholars 
did not. 

Mixed in with our jobs and our graduate studies was military service. 
It’s difficult to summarize our collective service experience, since some went 
in the service before grad school and others afterwards. Also, about 14% of 
our Class had been in the armed forces prior to entering Princeton, mostly 
in World War II, and were therefore generally exempt from going back in 
again. (However, Uncle Sam did catch 9 of our 103 World War II veterans 
for the second time). This table shows the breakdown of our service ex- 
perience:

On average, Uncle Sam had the benefits of 1951’s talent for two-and-one- 
half years. Fortunately, the signing of the Korean truce in 1954 kept many 
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of us out of combat in Korea, and of our 405 men who served during this 
period, just 87 saw actual combat (or 86, if we reduce the total to account 
for one of us who reported that he was engaged in combat only while on 
Shore Patrol). 

Gur urge to build our own brainpower in grad school, plus our na- 
tion’s need to build its firepower in a decade of hot and cold war, gave us a 
wide spread of years before we started our chosen occupations. This table 
shows our average date of entry into our selected field of endeavor.

In the spring of 1961, then, our average man has been working at his 


career for some six and one-half years. A good number (about 127 of us) 
are lucky enough to have almost ten years of business experience behind us, 
while a dwindling band of nine of us has not yet completed its studies and 
joined the ranks of the employed. (However, it should be emphasized that 
the Secretary of Labor classifies only those who are actively seeking work as 
“unemployed,” so our Class cuts a handsome and prosperous figure with its 
100% employment record. ) 





But if we haven’t been working too long, we certainly have had a 
variety of experience. All told, we've held a total of some 1,450 jobs (ex- 
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cluding military service) since graduation, or an average of almost two jobs 
each. Less than one-half of us have unflinchingly held the same job we be- 
gan with, as shown in the following table:

Today, the Class of 1951 covers a wide variety of businesses and pro- 
fessions. Most of us (59%) are in business and finance, but we also have a 
very high proportion (40%) of men in the professions and the nation’s 
service. While it is difficult to classify our occupations on any uniform 
basis, the following table is an effort to show how many of us are in each 
major group.

FANCY FINANCIAL FIGURES 

With such a wide variety of occupations, it is not particularly surpris- 
ing that we have a wide variety of earned incomes. They range, in fact, 
from less than $1,000 a year all the way up to a reported $85,000. About 
17% of us earn $5,000 a year or less, while at the other end of the scale 
9% of us top the $15,000 mark (including a slim 2% who top $25,000 an- 
nually). Our average salary is $10,200 per year, and our median salary is 
$8,500. 

The salaries vary substantially from one occupation group to another— 
ranging from $4,000 for the doctors (their day is assumed to be coming, 
however; most of them are still in residency) up to $13,000 for our invest- 
ment men (due in part at least to the fact that the stock market — a re- 
flection of confidence in the future of our nation’s economy — has done 
little but rise since the Class of 1951 graduated). A detailed breakdown 
(which corresponds to the occupational groupings listed earlier) follows:

If our doctors earn the least, however, they work the most — about 


85 hours a week. Our wealthy fellows in the investment fraternity and 
the grey flannel world of advertising (at the upper income end of our 
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occupation groups) work some 50 hours a week, by way of comparison. 
Whether or not this inverse relationship between making money and work- 
ing long hours is a causal one, we leave to your own decision and discretion. 

On average, we work some 50 hours a week on the job. Our 68 doc- 
tors, however, weight this average heavily, and the median work week is a 
somewhat shorter 45 hours. These aren’t all the hours we put in, however. 
Some 58% of us also bring home a briefcase full of work from time to time, 
the median (including only those who in fact bring work home) being 
about 6 hours worth a week. 


We have enjoyed a rather nice increase in our salaries since we began 
working. Our average starting salary on our first job (excluding military 
service) was $300 a month. Thus, in the short course of some 6!/, years, 
our average salary has jumped by almost three times — from $3,600 to 
$10,200 annually. Or, looking at it from the other side of the coin, our 
collective employers have increased their payroll to the Class of 1951 from 
$2,700,000 to $7,600,000 a year. 


Most of us modestly feel that — taking into account our personal 
progress and our contributions to our jobs, as well as our advancement in 
salary —- we have achieved reasonable success in our occupations thus far. 
Some 93% of us believe we are successful, while 6% don’t think so. An 
uncertain 1% aren’t sure. Among those who believe they have achieved a 
reasonable degree of success. most.credit a combination of luck and ability 
for their progress, as shown in this table:

It should be pointed out that ‘“‘luck,” “ability,” or “both” were the alterna- 
tives given on the class questionnaire, with a space left for any other rea- 
sons to be listed. Thus, hard work made a stronger showing (thank heav- 
ens) than the figures might indicate. Some of the other reasons given for 
success were quite illuminating: circumstances, connections, contacts, educa- 
tion, help from others, patience, persistence, prayer, soft criticism, training, 
and family firm. 

Incidentally, to the extent that a running headstart may have con- 
tributed to our success, it should be pointed out that some 10% of us went 
to work for family firms — 56 of us working for our own families, and an 
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additional 14 employed by our in-laws. On the other hand, a gratifying 
amount of individuality and enterprise is indicated by the fact that 7% of 
us now work for our own firms — including 32 of us in business and fi- 
nance, and 18 of our professional men (largely lawyers). 


About one-third of us struggle happily along on our salaries. For the 
fortunate remaining two-thirds of the class, however, our salaries are aug- 
mented by income from a number of other sources. In aggregate, this out- 
side income adds some $3,200,000 to our $7,600,000 collective salary — 
bringing our total income to a healthy $10,800,000. This averages out to 
$14,460 each — the median figure being a more conservative $10,200. 


This outside income (the Communists call it unearned income) gives 
a healthy boost to our schedule of salary income. For example, as shown in 
the table that follows, only 2% of us earn more than $25,000 a year, but 
9% of us have total family income in excess of $25,000:

From whence comes all of this money that pushes our income upward 
with such rocket-like thrust? Most of it (68%) comes from securities and 
other investments. In general, we can presume that a substantial portion of 
the securities and investments, in turn, come from the kindness of either our 
Own reiatives or those of our wives. Another 18% comes from trust funds, 
which are assumed to be derived from family sources in all instances. With 
86% of our additional income, then, coming from our good judgment in 
either being born with a silver spoon in our mouth or marrying a million- 
heiress, or both, it would appear that we can’t credit ourselves with an over- 
capacity of financial acumen, at this early stage in any event. However, a 
special tip of the hat is certainly due our 84 working wives — and most 
especially to the seven of them who manage to out-earn their husbands — 
who add some $230,000 annually to the family coffers. This table sum- 
marizes our income situation:

Can we live within our incomes? The Class of 1951 answers “‘yes” 
with a deafening roar. Some 82% of us report that our outgo is no more 
than our income, leaving an 18% minority who report that thus far they 
are unable to make ends meet. Incidentally, we impartially included in the 
former group those who said “barely,” and in the latter group those who 
said “‘occasionally” plus one who checked “yes,” but noted, “but my wife 


can’t. Better make it ‘no.’ 


Looking to the future, 98% of us optimistically expect our income to 
be higher in 1971 than it was in 1961. (Although no one expects it to be 
lower, 2% think their income will be the same then as now). And, looking 
across that dreamily distant decade, 94% of us expect that we will be able to 
live within our incomes then. It was interesting to note that—despite rising 
income expectations — one-third of those who can’t live within their in- 
comes now believe they still won’t be able to then. While this is certainly 
a commendably realistic philosophy, we can’t help but wonder who will 
make up the deficit each year. 


It goes without saying that it takes a lot of capital to produce a lot of 
income. It therefore is not surprising to learn that the Class of 1951 has a 
rather substantial aggregate investment portfolio — its financial nose to the 
Wall Street grindstone producing interest coupons and dividend checks with 
clock-like regularity. Our investment income of $2,200,000 reported earlier 
is produced by a total investment fund of about $66,000,000, including our 
own investments as well as any dowries that our women-folk may have 
brought along, This aggregate fund has a total of 576 class ‘‘shareholders” 
— with their individual investments shown in the table below:

Those readers with sharp eyes and quick minds may notice that, while 
76% of us report that we own investments, only 52% of us report that we 
receive investment income. The apparent reason for this discrepancy is that 
most of those who receive relatively small amounts of dividends did not 
include them in their income figure — i.e., a 3% return on a $3,000 in- 
vestment is only $90 a year. There is no need for the conscientious to worry 
about similar negligence on tax returns, however, since the first $100 of 
dividends received is generally tax-free. (Furthermore, as a Class we pay 
in the neighborhood of $2,200,000 annually to Uncle Sam, so he shouldn't 
get tco technical with us.) 


You may recall that earlier in this tract we made rather a big issue over 
the difference between the average and the median. That this difference is in 
fact significant is indicated by the disparity between the median value of 
our investments — a conservative $15,000 — and the average value — a 
liberal $115,000 — (in each case, including only those reporting ownership | 
of investments). In other words, our 7 millionaires carry a great deal of 
weight in this average — and in other areas too, in all probability. 


We are in a pretty good cash position. Asked to list total cash, check- 
ing account, and savings account figures, only 58 of us reported $100 or less. 
As a group, we have about $3,000,000 in our wallets and bank accounts. 
This averages out to some $4,000 each—compared to a median of $1,800. 
Again, however, the big money pushed up this average — with a tight- 
fisted four of us having $100,000 or more of cash ready on demand, includ- 
ing one of our number who reports having squirreled-away $250,000. The 
following table will enable you to compare your own cash reserves with 
those of both our penny-pinchers and our spendthrifts:

Wrapping up our group of fancy financial figures, we asked each class- 
mate how much life insurance he had. It was plenty! Suffice it to say that 
if a well-timed bomb were dropped on a well-attended tenth reunion, the 
insurance companies of the United States would be shaken down to the 
merry tune of $30,500,000. Each of our wives (or other beneficiaries) 
would be richer by $43,000 on average (the median was about $2,000 less). 
About 43 of us showed complete immunity to the importunings of the life 
insurance salesman, while nine of us were persuaded to purchase $200,000 
or more, as shown below:

Aithough there is doubtless no need to dazzle the world further with 
the sparkle of our total wealth, we can conclude this section by adding our 
combined resources together:

As a group, we are very fortunate indeed. 
YOUR POLITICS AND COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES 
If the possession of property is what makes a man conservative, the 
figures shown above provide a good reason for our Class political philosophy. 
Not only are we dominantly Republican and conservative, but we are con- 
siderably stronger in both areas than we were a decade ago. 
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Currently, we have 456 registered Republicans, 182 Democrats (many 
of whom emphasized that they lived in the South and couldn’t be anything 
else), and 112 independents. Ten years ago, interestingly enough, there 
were 277 independents. Presumably, when exposed to political realities, the 
independents became discouraged by being disenfranchised in primary elec- 
tions and fled to the established parties. On balance, of the 165 independ- 
ents who gave up this status, 69 became Democrats and 96 joined the 
Republican ranks. 

We are just about as conservative (60% of us) as we are Republican 
(61%). (It goes without saying that the percentage is not made up of the 
same people in each case). Here is the lineup now as compared to a decade 
ago:

After the foregoing table, it will come as little surprise to know that most 
of us (60% of those who answered the question) feel that they’ve become 
more conservative since college, as compared to 32% who are less conserva- 
tive, and 8% who feel about the same in the intensity of their political 
philosophy. However, a number of us didn’t answer the “‘conservative- 
liberal” question, noting such comments as, “I don’t fit any pattern,” “I 
don’t know what these things mean,” and ‘Tell me what you mean and 
I will tell you what I think.” (As the questionnaire was anonymous, we 
unfortunately cou/dn’t tell him what we meant.) 

In general, however, it would appear that most of us are only passive 
participants in the political arena. A total of just 36 of us have been 
enthroned in political office, including 11 who have been elected and 
25 who have been appointed to office. This leaves the remaining 95% of 
us as just plain voters. 

To a degree, it may be that what we have lacked in political energy, we 
have made up for by serving our communities in other ways. Slightly more 
than half of us (52%) report that we are actively working for one or more 
worthy local causes. The most typical activity is money-raising for charities 
(36% of us do this). Some 18% of us work for one or another of the 
various welfare organizations, and 19% give their time and efforts to other 
miscellaneous civic groups — such as the YMCA, PTA, Rotary, Boy Scouts, 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, and Church. (These three percentages exceed 
the 52% total since many of us are involved in more than one community 
activity. ) 
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YOU AND YOUR ALMA MATER 


It is, obviously, impossible to measure the relationship of the Class of 
1951 to Princeton University in terms of loyalty, steadfastness and devotion. 
These factors hardly lend themselves to quantitative analysis. Nevertheless, 
we included in the class questionnaire some questions designed at least to 
give some indication of our support of and interest in our Alma Mater. 
Have we supported Princeton? Have we kept up our interest in her? Per- 
haps you can draw your own conclusions from the responses which are sum- 
marized in this section. 


Financially, our support clearly has been good. Slightly more than 
95% of us report that we have provided cash responses to one or more of 
the myriad appeals for funds that are the legacy of a college education. 
Annual Giving is our favorite way to help Princeton, but we also have a 
high percentage of Class Dues payers and memorial insurance subscribers, 
as shown below:

it should be noted that these percentages may exceed the campaign partici- 
pation figures we report each year, since some respondents may give only 
on an intermittent basis. Should our Class Agent for Annual Giving and 
Class Treasurer look on these figures with healthy skepticism, however, per- 
haps the above records can serve as targets to be attained each year. It would 
certainly be easy for these two money-raisers if all of us answered as one of 
our classmates did: “I give to all Princeton requests for funds.” 


If our financial support is good, our Reunion record would perhaps be 
characterized as spotty, at best. Even when allowance is made for our far- 
flung cxistence in the wide, wide world, the fact that less than a quarter of 
us have attended more than two reunions would indicate that our interest in 
Princeton is not as great as it might be. This conclusion would certainly be 
borne out by the table below, which also shows that almost half of us have 
never attended Reunions.

If our attendance at Reunions is intermittent, however, we go a long 
way toward recouping some credit by our continuing interest in Princeton 
football. When the frost is on the pumpkin, and when the color of autumn 
starts to emerge, we flock to Palmer Stadium in our station wagons to par- 
take of aperitifs, picnics, and physical exercise (vicariously, at least). Al- 
most two-thirds of us see one or more football games a year — our top fan 
reporting that he sees all nine. This table summarizes our football interest:

No matter which of the above indicators is the best measure of our 
interest in Princeton, we certainly heartily endorse our stay there, as evi- 
denced by the answer to the traditional question: ‘If you had to do it over 
again, would you attend Princeton?” Our answer: 


—- A ringing “yes”: 92% 
— A disappointed “no”: 6 
— A tentative ‘maybe’: 2 


But if we loved Princeton, we were certainly less than happy with our 
choice of major study. An incredible total of 292 of us indicated that we 
would not select the same major again, as shown in this tabulation:

This table shows either (a) that we have certainly changed a great deal 
over the turbulent course of the frantic ‘fifties (not to be confused with the 
soaring ’sixties) or (b) that greater guidance in our choice of majors would 
have been a splendid benefit to us. Incidentally, the slings and arrows of 
career-building appear to have increased our disappointment with our major 
course of study—the 39% who would choose differently now compares with 
26% who felt this way when we graduated ten years ago. 


But we want our sons to follow us through Nassau’s halls. Responding 
to another traditional question, 85% of us say we would like our sons to 
attend Princeton. Only 4% would not (one of whom coldly noted, “prefer 
Harvard’’), the remaining 11% being included in the “maybe” column with 
comments such as “‘don’t care” (in a few cases) or “if he wants to” and 
“it’s up to him” (in most instances). It would thus appear that some of 
those who were perhaps disappointed a decade ago have now seen the light: 
in 1951, 9% of us answered “no” to the same question. (The remainder of 
us were recorded as “‘yes.’’ Presumably in those cocksure days when theory 
had not yet been seasoned by practice, no one considered the possibility 
of saying ‘“‘maybe.”’) 


NAMING FAVORITES 


The change—or lack of change—in our tastes can be seen from the list 
of our ‘‘favorites” now and a decade ago.

Most of those who like Adlai 
added an exclamation mark! 


—Our now-favorite cigarette wasn’t even invented in 1951, and our runner- 
up as desert island companion was only 16 then. 

—The Wall Street Journal’ almost eased the ‘Trib’ out of second place 
in newspapers. 


—And, finally, our replacement of beer with scotch may be a good indica- 
tion of our growing sensitivity of taste and the expansive well-being of 
our wallets. 


WE LOOK TO THE FUTURE 


Whether our vision of the future is clear, hazy, or downright obscure, 
only time will tell. And perhaps it wasn’t quite fair to try to make political 
and economic prophets out of our diverse group of doctors, lawyers, edu- 
cators, merchants, engineers, salesmen, financiers, et al. But, in any event, 
we thought it would be interesting to put each classmate in the seer’s seat, 
so that ten years from mow, we can see just how good our collective vision 
was. 


Most of us think that there isn’t much likelihood of World War III. 
However, a strong minority thinks it is either (merely) probable or (heaven 
help us) inevitable, as shown in this table:

Let it be emphasized, for the record, that this is decidedly not the 
“prestige survey” that played such a controversial role in the 1960 Presi- 
dential election. 

When our twentieth reunion rolls around, our Federal government will 
have carried us even further down the road toward womb-to-tomb security, 
if we know what we're talking about. Not only did few of us foresee 
growing strength for our capitalistic system of economic individualism, but 
many classmates even objected to the critical implications they read into 
the phrase ‘‘welfare state.” Some called this a “loaded” or “‘iffy’’ question, 
and one of us complained, ‘“This is out-of-date terminology.” This table, 
which summarizes our responses, should be viewed in the light of these 
comments:

Despite (or perhaps because of) our assumption of even bigger “big 
government,” most of us feel rather optimistic about the economic future 
of the United States. Over the next decade, we look for relative economic 
stability—with growth accompanied by mild business cycles. Few of us 
indeed accept either the “‘secular stagnation” thesis advanced during the 
thirties, or the possibility that the severe cycles of the past will be repeated. 
(The percentages in this table total more than 100% since more than one 
choice could be selected.)

And right in step with this healthy economy, we should have a rising 
stock market—certainly a windfall for a Class of capitalists such as ours. 
Only one of every sixteen of us thinks stock prices will be lower in 1971 
than they were in 1961. (It may be well, however, at least to point out 
that there is an old axiom in Wall Street—‘The crowd is always wrong.” ) 
Here is our prediction:

So there our prognostications are. May we look back on them ten years 
hence with charity and perhaps amusement at how hard it is to look very far 
ahead in the march of time. 

HAS PRINCETON BEEN A MAJOR INFLUENCE ON OUR LIVES? 

The final query in our questionnaire was ‘‘Considering everything, what 
would you say the effect of your Princeton background has been on your 
life, your career, and your ideals?” At the risk of adding a few final 
statistics—at the same time realizing that there is really no statistical answer 
to such a question—let it be said that an impressive ratio of nine out of 
every ten of us who returned the questionnaire took the trouble to answer 
the question—mostly in some detail. Of those who responded, about 88% 
felt that the general effect was beneficial, while the remaining 12% felt there 
was either no effect at all, or a generally unfavorable one. 

Many of us carefully answered each of the three parts of the question: 


—"‘life: caused me to search for something better; career: equipped me 
with the necessary intellectual tools to achieve success; ideals: has had 
little effect.” 

—"‘it has enriched my life, furthered my career, and strengthened my ideals.” 

—‘‘on my life and career, I would say that Princeton has had a profound 
effect. The job I have, and the way in which I live are directly attribut- 
able to my years here at Princeton. As for my ideals and values, I would 
say that these were largely formed before I came to Princeton, and they 
were merely sharpened (or in some cases dulled) by exposure to a Prince- 
ton education.” 

—"‘critical self-analysis, certain prestige value in business, a source of many 
ideals, most of which have managed to survive.” 

Others answered the question briefly. Some were positive: ‘‘profound,”’ 
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good.” Some weren’t so sure: ‘‘a bit 
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no serious harm done,” “more 


“beneficial,” ‘‘an awakening effect, 
stuffy, but in the right direction generally, 
of a help than a hindrance.” 

Many were numbered among the completely satisfied: 

—'‘the finest start in life possible; wider interests, tolerance, appreciation.” 

—‘‘much better man for having gone to Princeton; wouldn’t trade it for 
the world.” 

—'‘the best possible start a man could ask for.” 

—‘‘to upgrade my goals, ambitions, and ideals.” 

—"it taught me how to think.” 

Others had mixed emotions: “created a well-oriented individual in need 
of psychiatric care—but I would do it again if I could get in ”; “‘put it this 
way—out here in the midwest, ‘Princeton’ means little, but J know I’m a 
Princeton man.” By the same token, the contribution that our Princeton 
background made to our lives ranged from the very limited—‘‘memories of 
four years of fun’—to the conceited—‘‘has made me a mental and moral 
giant’’—to what would appear to be an almost unrepayable debt—“gave me 
background and knowledge to hold present job, marry charming wife, and 
live delightful, useful, and active life.” 

Among those who were classified in the ‘‘unfavorable response” group, 
most mentioned superficiality of one kind or another— 

—"Princeton’s snobbish reputation is a detriment to my career.” 

—"‘it has been useful only as a status mark.” 

—'‘very little except in dress.” 

—‘‘a Princeton education is a marvelous luxury having little or no effect on 
one’s life and ideals, and no effect whatsoever on any career worth pursu- 
ing. 

‘Others felt that the education they received was either not outstanding 

(“might have received the same at any number of institutions,” and “‘sur- 

prisingly little, compared with what other Ivy colleges might have pro- 

duced’) or perhaps too good (“‘trained as prime minister, only dog-catcher 
jobs available’”’). 

The four comments that follow provide a good summary of the negative 
or uncertain responses — ranging from the confused to the downright 
annoyed: 

—"Nil — Life: I always was a gentleman; Career: could have had same 
going to Purdue; Ideals: unchanged and unaffected by Princeton.” 

—‘Some other college would have been much better for me. Princeton 
encouraged in me an attitude that you don’t have to work hard to get 
ahead (it has taken several years to shake that off). Princeton may have 
helped me get a job, but it hasn’t helped my career as much as another 
major at another college would have. In other words, liberal arts is useless 
in preparing you for a career. A business education would have been 
better. By discouraging religion Princeton almost destroyed my ideals. I 
have finally come back to religion—thank heaven.” 

—"Gained me respect in Navy; committed me to marry college girl; enabled 
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me to marry college girl; made me ‘expert’ on recent bicker controversies; 
helps get job but doesn’t help get pro football tickets; more seriously, 
Princeton obviously made me an entirely different person than if I'd gone 
to Southern Cal. For better or worse I will never know, but certainly 
different.” 


—"'Princeton has (1) made Brooks Bros. my haberdasher; (2) made it easy 
to obtain employment; (3) made material success imperative. In all other 
respects, I am the same as I would be if I had attended Tufts College.” 


But if the negative answers may hurt to read, or may touch a sensitive 
nerve, it should be emphasized that they constitute a small minority of the 
total. Compared with the hundreds of favorable comments, they are there- 
fore perhaps less significant than they appear. Many of us answered, not 
only favorably, but in detail, and in a manner that was forthright, revealing, 
and constructive. There follow eight of these essay answers, which have 
been selected as the most representative of those received. They are well 
worth reading: 


—"Most of that which I know I learned after leaving Princeton. But it was 
in my undergraduate days that my eyes were first opened, my dull mental 
processes stimulated. I can trace little of my present way of life or ideals 
to Princeton but like the foundation of a building that lies unseen beneath 
the ground, I’m sure my Princeton experience lies beneath the visible 
me—ten years after.” 


—‘It emphasized the importance of religious ideals; improved my tolerance 
for minorities. It has decreased my personal ‘ambition’ and made me more 
of a humanist who resists falling into stereotyped categories. I feel that I 
must carry a larger share of the burdens of all men.” 


—“Effect on life — Princeton has broadened the concepts I originally had 
concerning society, religion, individual psychology. Effect on career — an 
Ivy League college never hurt anyone’s career — business acquaintances 
seem to appreciate my college background. Effect on ideals — Princeton 
has certainly helped to bring my ideals down to earth and make them 
adaptable to everyday life.” 


—‘Princeton is responsible for my being where I am today and where I 
hope to be in the future. Going to Princeton has, for me, been the 
greatest single factor in directing my life.” 


—‘Princeton opened to me new worlds of art, music, literature, and free 
thinking. I hope, and I like to think that these vistas have widened 
rather than narrowed since my graduation. Princeton also gave me 
adequate specific preparation for my chosen profession—medicine—for 
which I am grateful, but which could have been attained as easily or 
perhaps better elsewhere. The ‘extras,’ available at Princeton, make it the 
outstanding University that it is. I only wish that I had taken mote 
advantage of them rather than going to Princeton specifically to be pre- 
pared for a medical career. The ideals, which I took to Princeton, came 
through relatively untouched, though strengthened through having been 
exposed to a variety of conflicting ideals. Good doctors should have the 
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quality of human awareness. If I am a good doctor, as opposed to being 
strictly a scientist, I owe this to my Princeton education.” 


—“I would say that my Princeton experience gave me primarily confidence. 
The realities of the world and business can rudely shake this confidence 
but it stays alive. I don’t think Princeton has shaped my career particu- 
larly. Probably the greatest value of Princeton is the association with an 
outstanding bunch of individuals and this background raises one’s ideals 
probably more than one realizes.” 


—'"My Princeton background has served as a rock foundation, both in my 
life and in my career. Just being a Princeton graduate gives one a certain 
self-confidence; to have graduated from Princeton is to have an initial 
presumption in one’s favor, both on and off the job. And then, when one 
is self-confident, one can work (and play) more effectively. The training 
in analysis and discussion of problems, and in influencing others and in 
using their ideas, provided by the precept system, has been of prime 
importance. I make use of this portion of my Princeton experience daily. 
My Princeton experience had little effect on my ideals, which were already 
quite well formed. However, it did broaden my own ideas as to potential 
accomplishment, and also equipped me to face limited frustrations with 
equanimity, and with the ability to gather myself and redirect my efforts. 
You might say that Princeton taught me that it is not necessary to com- 
promise one’s ideals, yet that one must accept less than complete satisfac- 
tion of them, often, at any given time.” 


—"It has given me an awareness and desire for striving for the best in life; 
to develop talents and resources to benefit others as well as self and 
family. Has strengthened my ideals, taught me to accept hardships of 
competition or circumstances and not to be defeated by them, but to strive 
harder to overcome. Given me a love for knowledge and friendship of 
others. A desire to live a positive, constructive life. To live a well- 
rounded life—for career, family and friends.” 


In the foregoing comments, most of us can in all probability find some 
ideas, concepts and reflections of our own. 


* * * * * 


Where, oh where, are the grave old seniors of 1951? Are we really 
safe now in the wide, wide world? Or—conversely—will the wide, wide 
world be safe now in the hands of our generation? These questions cannot 
have answers that are filled with the same firm assurance that enables us to 
present our Class statistics as immutable truth. Perhaps one of our classmates 
was closer than any of us to whatever the truth is when he said that his 
Princeton background was .. . “like taking off a carrier from a catapult — 
It’s glamorous, but you dip down dangerously at first because you don’t yet 
have enough speed. If you gun your engine and point up just enough not 
to stall out you'll make it. I can’t tell whether I’ve started up yet or not.”

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EDGAR F. DAVIS 


On July 23, 1960, in Jacksonville, Fla., Dr. Edgar F. Davis met instant 
death in a freak accident.

We, who were privileged to know Bill, found him to be a person 
whose honesty and simplicity permitted no sham, who saw people and issues 
in their essence, and who was determined to seek a true meaning and pur- 
pose in life on his own terms.

It was in his last year there that 
his fatal malady was detected. Probably only those associated with him at 
Hopkins realize fully the courage with which he faced this foe. Though 
he understood the implications of his disease, he was carrying on his intern- 
ship with quiet optimism when struck down. 

Henry’s friends were legion. A Christian gentleman in every sense, his 
most unique trait was his utter frankness. He was open and big as his 
beloved Texas. There was nothing of subtlety or artifice. Whether people 
were in agreement or not, the genuine manner in which he expressed his 
views and ideals commanded universal esteem. 

A warm, kind, loyal friend, Henry’s company was delightful. All those 
who knew him well loved him. 

He was not with us long, but the memory of his enthusiasm, loyalty, 
and refreshing integrity will last through the years. Our sadness at his 
passing is tempered with pride in the way he lived and the way he faced 
his ultimate test. Princeton’s shield shines brighter because of this fine son.
